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Reduction or Expansion 
To Overcome Current 
Business Recession Is 
Problem Now Confront- 
ing Federal Government 


CRASH IN STOCKS 
INVOLVED IN STUDY 


President Giving Chief 
Attention to Business 
and Financial Affairs 
as New Congress Nears. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(4)— 
Whether the government should 
reduce or expand its expenditures 


to overcome the current business 
recession became a paramount 
question in the capital tonight. 

President Roosevelt called in his 
foremost spender, Harry L. Hop- 
kins, and three government econ- 
omists to discuss general economic 
conditions and their relation to the 
bucget and relief. 

While they were canvassing the 
situation, Secretary Morgenthau, 
of the Treasury, disclosed that se 
would present his views on addi- 
tional “pump priming” outlays in 
a speech on “Spending” before the 
League for Political Science in 
New York Wednesday night. 

Morganthau to Speak. 

Asked at a press conference 
what he thought of prcposals by 
Bome persons that the government 
increase its spending in an effort 
to end the business slump; Mor- 
genthau said he would discuss that 
in his speech. 

Since the recent stock market 
decline, several schools of thought 
have developed regarding next 
year’s work relief outlays. Some 
have argued that further curtail- 
ment of WPA expenditures would 
contribute toward the balanced 
budget predicted by the President 
for the next fiscal period, and thus 
increase business confidence. Oth- 
ers have contended that cuts in re- 
lief outlays this year reduced the 
public’s purchasing power before 
business was ready to take up the 
slack, and that spending should be 
continued at present levels if not 
increased. 

Stephen T. Early, a presidential 
secretary, told reporters that Mr. 
Roosevelt from now on would be 
giving prime attention to the busi- 
ness and financial situation and its 
affect on employment, the budget 
and relief. 

Program Outlined. 

Putting this policy into immedi- 
ate effect, the President: 

1. Called the conference with 
WPA Administrator Hopkins and 
these economists—Leon Henderson, 
of WPA, Isador Lubin of the La- 
bor Department’s Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, and Lauchlin Currie, of 
the Federal Reserve Board. 

2. Talked with J. David Stern, 
newspaper publisher, who told re- 
porters afterward that the admin- 
istration had put the brakes on 
credit “too hard and too quickly.” 

3. Conferred with Edward F. 
McGrady, former assistant secre- 
tary Roper. Roper said he gave 
the chief executive a running re- 
port on business conditions which, 
when considered with the coming 
special session of congress and 
other factors, was hopeful. 

Employment Drops. 

Another factor in discussions of 
the business situation was a report 
by the American Federation of 
Labor that employment among its 
members declined last month. It 
was the first October decrease 
since 1931. 

The federation said 9.4 per cent 
of its members were unemployed 
in October, compared with 9.3 
per cent in the summer months, 
adding: 

“While this seems a_e small 
change, actually the figures are a 
very important barometer. Oc- 
tober is normally the peak month 
of the fall busy season and em- 
ployment has always increased 
from August to October, except 
during the severe business de- 
clines of the depression.”

They are members of one of 
the state’s best-known families 
and are the first cousins of the 
late Asa Candler, who founded the 
Coca-Cola Company; of Judge 
John S. Candler and of Bishop 
Warren A. Candler. 

Their father was Ezekial Can- 
dler, comptroller general of Geor- 
gia under three administrations. 
The twins spent theig early lives 
in Milledgeville, which was the 
capital then, and in Atlanta. 

Heard Robert Toombs. 

When Robert Toombs offered to 
“drink every drop of blood shed 
in secession,” Louise and June 
Candler heard him. Like Scarlett 
O’Hara, they saw the War Be- 
tween the States with their own 
eyes. They smelled the blood and 
dust of battle and they helped 
nurse the wounded. 

During that war, romance had 
its part in their lives and created 
an incident which is probably un- 
paralleled.

Dark-eyed Magda Fontanges, the

day. Magda has come to the 
United States to appear as a high- 
kicking night club chorus girl at a 
salary between $50 and $75. 

Without mentioning Magda’s 
having pumped a bullet from a 
dainty ‘“woman’s-size” revolver 
into former French Ambassador 
Count Charles de Chambrun, last 
March 17, because he allegedly 
broke up her “great romance” with 
Il Duce, the immigration officials 
nevertheless denied her entrance 
to this country. 

They ordered her from the 
French liner Normandie — and 
from her moment of glory which 
put even Lord Beaverbrook and 
several Hollywood stars in the 
shadow—to the glamorless con- 
fines of Ellis Island. With a curt 
“none of your business” answer to 
reporters’ inquiries, immigration 
officials declined to state the rea- 
sons for detaining her. 

Magda was given a last-minute 
reprieve from spending the night 
on the island when French Line 
officials agreed to be responsible 
for her appearance, subject to a 
$1,000 penalty if she should “es- 
cape,” and permitted her to re- 
main aboard the Normandie. 

At Ellis Island before a special 
federal board of inquiry, the sleek- 
haired Magda will tell her story 
tomorrow. And the board will de- 
termine her admissibility. 


BRITAIN GRINGING, 
COMMONS HEARS 


Rebels Can Get Envoy 
by Seizing Few More 
Ships, Opposition Cries. 


LONDON, Nov. 8—(#)—The 
house of commons opposition to- 
night accused the government of 
making a fresh surrender to Pre- 
mier Mussolini and General Fran- 
co by deciding to exchange com- 
mercial agents with Insurgent 
Spain.

Eden at the same time announc- 
ed the Insurgents had sent a note 
expressing regret over the sinking 
of the British steamer Jean Weems 
October 31.

HENDAYE, Franco - Spanish 
Frontier, Nov. 8.—(#)—Insurgent 
forces increased their pressure 
against government lines on the 
northern Aragon front today in 
what was considered preparatory 
action for a major drive against 
Catalonia.

F ertilizer Convention Will

terday by Billy B. Van, former 
Broadway musical comedy and 
vaudeville star, who is now, among 
other things, a lecturer on his pet 
topics, “Showmanship and Sales- 


manship.” 

Balancing himself nimbly as he 
teeteréd on a chair in his room at 
the Biltmore hotel, Van, who today 
will address the 13th annual 
southern convention of the Na- 
tional Fertilizer Association, ex- 
pressed opinions on a variety of 
topics. 

Merchants and Advertising. 

“Local merchants who don’t ad- 
vertise in their local newspapers 
are like a fellow winking at-a girl 
in a dark room. He knows what 
he’s doing, but nobody else does,” 
said the veteran comedian, who 
has been visiting Atlanta for the 
past 30 years. 

“Salesmanship and showman- 
ship are twins, and should be kept 
together. 

“When you get right down to it, 
that’s all life is—a matter of sales- 
manship. My 40 years in the the- 
ater have been a_ post-graduate 
course in sales educational work. 
Actors have to be good salesmen. 

“It’s the only business in the 
world where you collect the cus- 
tomer’s money before he even sees 
what he’s going to get.” 

F. D. R.’s Salesmanship. 

“Hitler, Mussolini and other men 
who hold a grip on the masses are 
examples of super - salesmen. 
Roosevelt’s fireside talks, the tak- 
ing of the country into his confi- 
dence, are another example of su- 
perb salesmanship.” 

A lack of salesmanship is to 
blame for many strikes and labor 
troubles, Van believes, pointing out 
that employers fail “to do a good 
sales job on their employes.

“As soon as I heard of the in- 
cident, I sent my brother, James, 
to Mineral Springs to be of all 
possible assistance. He arranged 
the bond, and informed me he is 
arranging for medical treatment 
for our mother, who is suffering 
a great deal from shock. 

“Her condition of health for 
years has not been good and has 
necessitated her living the life of 
a recluse. She has lived in Min- 
eral Springs for the past 30 or 40 
years, declining all our efforts to 
have her come to live with us in 
Georgia. She felt the properties 
of the water there were an aid to 
her. 

“She has, however, made occa- 
sional visits to my brother and 
myself and we have likewise vis- 
ited her. Her last visit to us was 
last fall. 

“Sheriff Dildy (C. A. Dildy at 
Nashville, Ark.) informed me by 
long distance telephone last night 
that my mother was entirely justi- 
fied in protecting her home against 
the forcible intrusion and that the 
sympathies of the entire county 
were with her. 

End of Case Seen. 

“The sheriff stated that the 
posting of recognizance in such a 
matter was legal routine, which, 
under the circumstances, should 
conclude the incident. 

“The sheriff also stated that 
Page, on his hospital bed, admit- 
ted he was at fault and had no 
desire to prosecute. 

“T also talked with my broth- 
er, who is now en route back, and 
he related to me the same state 
of facts given me by the sheriff.

REBUKED BY FARLEY 


G, O. P. Challenged to Form 
Strong Minority With 
Definite Program. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(UP) 
Postmaster General James A. Far- 
ley tonight criticized Republican 
party leaders for “fuming at fly 
specks on the fabric of the ad- 
ministration of public affairs,” and 
challenged them to create a strong 
minority party with a definite 
program. 

Speaking over a national hook- 
up, Farley said that intelligent 
criticism must be the province of 
a minority party if it is to amount 
“to anything.” 

“Mere calling of names or ex- 
plosive generalities, conveying 
merly the thought that it could do 
better with the job of govern- 
ment than the other fellow. who 
has the responsibility, can help 
neither the Republican party nor 
the United States at large,” he 
said. 

Farley rebuked “quite a num- 
ber of important citizens, who, for 
the moment, seem to feel that 
something terrible is happening to 
them.” 

“I wonder in which country 
these gentlemen would be more 
contented?” he asked, pointing out 
industry’s experience under dicta- 
torships abroad. ‘“I\ wonder, fur- 
thermore, how these people figure 
that in a world almost wholly dis- 
turbed they should somehow be 
permitted here to proceed in the 
manner of the old regime where 
they enjoyed a ducal immunity 
from the economic problems of the 
people generally.” 

Farley said he referred to men 
who “think they are good citizens, 
who regard themselves as the bul- 
wark of.national prosperity.” He 
added that it is difficult to “get 
them to realize that the United 
States is the happiest country in 
the world,” and that “no treat of 
Socialism, Communism or dicta- 
torship hangs over them.”

Tribunal Refuses To Kule on 
Sit-Down, Holding Mat- 
ter Is Settled. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(#)— 
The National Labor Relations 
Board won and lost today in an 
endeavor to obtain a supreme 
court review of two of its orders 
which have been set aside by low- 
er courts. 

The supreme court consented to 
review a case against the Penn- 
sylvania Greyhound Lines, bus 
operators, in which the board has 
directed the company to with- 
draw all recognition of a labor 
organization which, it alleges, the 
company formed and dominated. 

The court, however, declined to 
review the board’s case against 
the Delaware-New Jersey Ferry 
Company, in which the latter was 
directed to bargain collectively 
with the Marine Engineers’ Bene- 
ficial Association. 

In a third case, involving the 
legality of the sit-down strike, 
the court directed the Full Fash- 
ioned Hosiery Workers to show 
cause why the litigation should not 
be dismissed, on the ground that 
the matter had been settled. 

Meanwhile the labor peace con- 
ference worked three hours on 
two questions without reaching 
any conclusions.

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HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY, 


EASY ON THE SKIN. 
Many individuals who have a 


dry, irritable skin, espécially in 
the winter season or while living 
in a northern climate, suffer a 
great deal from burning and itch- 
ing of the skin for hours some- 
times after bathing. A cream, for- 
mula of which was suggested by 
the late Dr. L. D. Bulkley, distin- 
guished New York dermatologist, 
has been praised for the relief it 
has given thousands of such suf- 
ferers. This is the formula: 

Lanoline 1 ounce 

Boroglycerid % ounce 
Cold cream, enough to make four 

ounces of cream. 

If itching is intense from five to 
ten grains of menthol may be add- 
ed to the formula. Label: Skin 
cream, for irritation of skin after 
bath. 

For those who prefer a lotion 
rather than an unguent or for 
those who have merely a dry, 
moderately itchy skin constantly, 
the formula called “Dew of Sa- 
hara” is pleasing in effect: 

Tragacanth shavings one dram 

Glycerin two drams 

Oil of bergamot five drops 

5 per cent solution carbolic 
one ounce 

(1 to 20 phenol solution) 
Olive oil, or better still sesame 
oil if it is available four ounces 

Rain water or distilled water, enough 
to fill a pint bottle. 

Heat the tragacanth, glycerin and wa- 
ter together until a clear fluid ob- 
tained. Cool and add the other in- 
gredients and agitate into an emul- 
sion. 

The “Dew of Sahara” may be 
applied, a few drops here and 
there as needed, once or twice a 
day, to any part of the skin by 
gently rubbing with the palm. 

For chapping of the skin, and 
to relieve redness and irritation 
from strong soaps or other cleans- 
ing agents or the smarting and 
burning of the skin after shaving, 
the following lotion is generally 
satisfactory: 

Boric acid powder, three teaspoonfuls 

Tragacanth shavings 1% teaspoonfuls 

Glycerin tablespoonful 

Rain water or distilled water, one pint 

Heat the tragacanth in the water un- 
til a clear mucilage is obtained. 
Then add the glycerin and the 
boric acid. 

Label: Skin Lotion. Apply a few 
drops to skin of hands after wash- 
ing and before they are quite dry, 
two or three times a day when the 
hands are red and irritated by 
soaps or alkalis. Apply a few drops 
to face after shaving. 

In all of the skin irritations for 
which these remedies are used too 
much washing or bathing, too 
strong soaps or other cleaning aids, 
excessive removal of the natural 
sebum or skin oil is a main factor. 

Printers and engravers and their 
assistants suffer much from der- 
matitis or inflammation of the 
skin of hands and forearms from 
soiling with ink and from the use 
of solvents such as benzol, gaso- 
line, anilin oil, col oil, wood alco- 
hol, turpentine in cleaning their 
hands or the plate or type. Every 
such worker should prepare the 
skin of hands and forearms by 
rubbing in some lanolin and wip- 
ing away the excess with a clean 
cloth just before beginning work. 
As soon as he or she has washed 
up after a tour of work it is wise 
to apply more lanolin or equal 
parts of lanolin and olive oil or 
sesame oil.

However, I have 
“heard tell” that every adolescent 
boy passes through a period in 
which he feels himself misunder- 
stood, mistreated, over-nurtured 
and under-financed. Could it be 
that you are in the middle of that 
stretch? If so, give your parents 
time to make a good case for 
themselves and don't rush them. 


Ideally every member of 
every family should have a pri- 
vate place to which he can re- 
tire, study his«lessons, read his 
books, write his letters and 
think his thoughts. But some- 


sible for you to study your les- 
sons before dark, you may find 
the way around that peeve. Or 
you may get up early in the 
morning and do your home 
work before breakfast. 

Now, my boy, there are just a 
few places in life where we get 
anywhere by fighting for it and 
the family fireside is not one of 
them. If you can.ease your par- 


self willing to abide by their de- 
cisions (after you have registered 
your protests), you will find them 
much more sympathetic with you 
than if you kicked and balked and 
refused to go along with them. If 
you will occasionally thank them 
for what you do appreciate, you 
will find that they won’t be so 
glib in accusing you of ingratitude. 


Certainly it is true that some 
parents are slow to admit their 
children have reached the age 
of discretion; which fact is hard 
on the children who are inva- 
riably ahead of the calendar in 
claiming rights and privileges 
due their age. Parents won't 
want their children to grow up 
and the children can’t wait to 
grow up and naturally § they 
clash on this point. When it’s 
financially possible for the par- 
ents to dump their advlescent 
problems on the preparatory 
school these problems are usual- 
ly solved; but when the _ chil- 
dren have to stay at home, fa- 
thers and mothers have to wor- 
ry along with them as best they 
can—and God help them! 


A young boy dwvpendent upon 
his papa’s purse can escape from 
the conditions that ‘surround his 
home but he can’t adopt an atti- 
tude toward those conditions that 
is much better than escape. I be- 
lieve you can do it.

DANCING FOR AN HOUR TAKES 
FEWER CALORIES THAN YOU 
GET IN A PIECE OF PIE. 
You cannot hope to reduce by 
exercise if you overeat, To lose 
one pound you must burn 4,320 
calories and that is no easy job. 
Most of us have neither the 
time nor the endurance to reduce 
solely by exercise. Do you know 
how much exercise it would take 
to burn those 4,000 odd calories

that make a pound? Well, it re- 


ing on the level to burn one- 
fourth of’a pound! You could lose’ 
the pound by trotting 34 miles at 
the rate of one mile in eight or 
nine minutes. 

I don’t know how many calo- 
ries it takes to do the Susie Q 
or the Big Apple, but just plain 
waltzing takes about 205 calories 
per hour, provided you weigh 150 
pounds. You burn just one and 
one-third calories per pound body 
weight per hour, so you would 
have to waltz until 3 o’clock in 
the morning to lose even half a 
pound. If you. foxtrot you can 
get away with a few more calo- 
ries—averaging around 215 calo- 
ries per hour. 

Sports use more calories. A 
lively game of ping-pong burns 
300 calories per hour, and the 
worse you are at the game the bet- 
ter it is for your waistline. Swim- 
ming takes your curves down at 
the rate of 540 calories per hour, 
provided you are in championship 
form and swim at the rate of two 
miles an hour. Horseback riding, 
at a trot, takes 300 calories per 
hour—the horse uses quite a few 
more! 

You might be interested to know 
that it takes three times as many 
calories to walk upstairs as it does 
to walk down. Dishwashing and 
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ironing take the same number of 
calories, one-half calorie per 
pound body weight, so you can see 
that neither of these activities 
will do anything for your figure. 

All in all, it is simpler to reduce 
by cutting down on your calories. 
Omitting dessert does away with 
from 100 to 500 calories, none of 
po belong in the overweight’s 

iet. 

Don’t for a minute think this 
means that you do not need to ex- 
ercise, Exercise is a comple- 
mentary measure and it is your. 
only means of clipping off the 
inches in just exactly the places 
that need trimming down. Also. 
you need exercise to tone and firm 
the muscles. During reducing, ex- 
ercise is very necessary to prevent 
flabbiness and lethargy. 
Summing it up, in order to re- 
duce you need both measures. Ex- 
ercise will improve the lines of the 
figure, but you cannot reduce if 
you overeat,

FAVORS ABOLISHMENT. 

At least one club is known to 
favor dropping the Dixie Series. 
One paper in the south has stated 
positively that the Dixie series 
will be ruled out at the meeting. 

But the basis for such a state- 
ment is not easily conceived since, 
for the first time in several years, 
the series was a financial success 
this past season. Reduced prices 
may have had something to do 
with it. But the fact remains that 
it hardly seems logical to discon- 
tinue the series just when it: has 
shown a profit. 

That tok is figured to be as idle 
as the “shooting” at Judge Martin, 
who will begin his 20th year as 
head of the league when the sea-;

There also is talk of proposing 
a Southern league all-star game 
patterned after the annual Amer- 
ican Association game at Colum- 
bus, Ohio.

U.S. AGENTS SEIZE 
SMOOTH FUGITIVE 


Reputed Forger Reported 
To Have Used Name of 


‘Franklin Roosevelt II.’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(UP) 
Fred E. Peters, a smooth-talking 
impersonator who specialized in 
forgery and used names such as 
Franklin D. Roosevelt II to “build 
up” his prospects, was captured 
by federal agents today in Sunny- 
side, Long Island. 

Chief G-man J. Edgar Hoover 
described him as “one of the most 
persistent and prolific forgers and 
impersonators known to the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation.” His 
sortie into crime, Hoover said, be- 
gan in 1915 when he bilked a New 
York pet shop, and it took him to 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, Bir- 
‘mingham, and many other cities. 

At various times, Hoover said, 
the ubiquitous Fred posed as 
Franklin Roosevelt II, Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt Jr., Gifford 
Pinchot II, Alfred du Pont, Mere- 
dith Nicholson and Philip Wylie.

Dufour quoted Rule 7, Section

“In a scrimmage, the team in 
possession of the ball must have 
seven or more players on the line 
of scrimmage when the ball is 
snapped.” 

Press, public—and officials~— 
missed it, Dufour contends. Visit- 
ing scouts from Vanderbilt, Geor- 
gia Tech and Louisiana State and 
the movies caught Alabama’s er- 
ror, Dufour says. Tulane coaches 
witnessed the film but had no 
comment, 

When less than seven men are 
on the line for a field goal, it’s a 
five-yard penalty. Thus Alabama 
should have been forced to kick 
from Tulane’s 37-yard line instead 
of the 32, Dufour claimed.

GOTHAM VOTE ROW 
BRINGS OUT POLICE 


Fraud Charged in Count for 
*City Council Under Pro- 
portion Plan. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8—(P)— 
The New York police department 
took over active supervision of the 
vote counting tonight in the city’s 
first proportional representation 
election, as a heavy odor of fraud 
arose in the slow tabulation of 
some 2,000,000 ballots. 

“I have ordered the police to 
move in,” said Mayor F. H. La- 
Guardia, “to prevent the commis- 
sion of crime.” 

Criminal prosecutions were 
threatened by Acting District At- 
torney Sylvester Ryan, of Bronx 
borough, center of the suspected 
skulduggery, which involved false 
marking and mutilation of ballots. 

He ordered late in the day the 
arrest of four discharged counters, 
two of them Democrats and two 
Republicans, on charges of vio- 
lating the election law. All are 
Bronx residents. 

Ryan, impounding 2,500 ballots, 
set up a prosecutor’s temporary 
headquarters, complete with in- 
vestigators, clerks and all, in the 
very armory where Bronx votes 
were being counted. 

He said he had found such “def- 
inite evidence” of irregularities 
that quick indictments would be 
sought. 

In each of the other four bor- 
oughs of the city armories like- 
wise were being used as tabulating 
centers, and to each Police Com- 
missioner Lewis Valentine sent 
detectives with instructions sum- 
marily to “lock up” any election 
law violator. 

The count—which will deter- 
mine long in the wake of last 
Tuesday’s election the membership 
of the New York city council— 
was beset by the difficulties in- 
herent in tabulating ballots upon 
which the voter could name as 
many candidates in one-two-three 
order as he chose. 


SAFE DRIVING FIGHT 


President Praises Newspaper 
Traffic Campaign. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—(?)— 
Praising the nation’s newspapers 
for their campaign against traf- 
fic accidents, President Roosevelt 
told a seminar on safety today that 
“individual responsibility alone 
will solve the problem.” 

“The newspapers of this coun- 
try have given generously of their 
space in the campaign to arouse 
individual responsibility which 
alone will solve the problem 
which, with the increasing use of 
motor vehicles, every year be- 
comes more urgent,” said the 
President in a message from the 
White House.
